Gentlemen and Mrs. Schmidt: 

Attached hereto is a copy of a resolution pertaining to one (1) Zoning 
ordinance amendment acted upon by the City Plan Commission at their 
regular meeting held July 22, 1974. This ordinance was sent to 
Council on May 22, 1974, with a DO NOT PASS recommendation. On June 7, 
1974, Council returned this ordinance to City Plan Commission with the 
suggestion that the entire comer be rezoned. 

In addition to the reasons outlined in the resolution, the following 
are additional remarks pertaining to the ordinance involved. 

1. Bill No. Z-73-12-11 

2. Plan Commission Recommendation: DO NOT PASS 

Following disciassion and review of this ordinance, the Plan 
Commission recommended a DO NOT PASS for the following 
reason: 

(a) The change in zoning classification of this parcel 
from residential to commercial c oild be the beginning 
of a strip commercial area, which, in all probability, 
could spread from Huffman Street to State Street, 

on St. Marys Avenue. 

(b) The Commission reviewed the entire block and found that 
its character was primarily residential. Rezonlng the 
entire area to prevent spot zoning is not appropriate. 

(c) For these reasons, the Commission reaffirms its previoios 
DO NOT PASS recommendation.
